WASHINGTON — In on extraordinary 
display of budget brinksmanship. President 
Clinton and the Republican-c ontrolled 
Congress moved uncertainly Friday toward 
a veto clash likely to force n partial gov- 
ernment shutdown next week nnd a possi- 
ble default in the days to follow. 

Even os they labored. over two bills the 
White House has threatened to reject, GOP 
lenders invited the president "to come to 
the Capitol" this afternoon to open com- 
promise talks.

the executive and legisl ative brunches to 
work together to produce a budget (hut re- 
lieves the heavy burden of debt on the next 
generation,” Speaker Newt Gingrich and 
Majority Leader Bob Dole wrote in a last- 
minute overture to the president. 

At the White House, spokeswoman 
Mary Ellen Glynn said Clinton instructed 
Chief of Staff Leon Panetta to meet with 
GOP leaders “to see if there is sufficient 
movement to warrant further conversa- 
tions." If so, she said, Clinton will invite 


the congressional le.adcrs to the. White 
House. ” _. 

- Earlier, the two sides seemed headed 
straight for a confrontation that has been 
building since congressional Republicans 
took power last January, and ttie OUi 1 ' 
leadership skewered Clinton for playing 
golf while a budget crisis loomed. 

"Republicans in Congress have a re- 
sponsibility to keep .the government run- 
ning without cutting Medicare and increas- 
ing premiums, without cutting education 
and undercutting the environment," said 
Clinton, emphasizing his opposition to the 
short-term bills making their way to his 
desk to continue government spending and 


borrowing authority. 

“ lit ‘an atmosphere of intense partisanship, “ 
lawmakers sent the White House a mea- 
sure providing for a month-long extension 
of. the government’s borrowing ability and 
~a $67 billion increase in the S4.9 trillion 
debt limit. The vote wus 2 1 9-185. 

Clinton attacked it as “deeply irresponsi- 
ble” because it contujns a provision limit- 
ing the Treasury Department's authority to 
manage the country's finances. His 
spokesman said a veto was “automatic."

■-A plaque also was dedicated to the 749 
soldiers and sailors Doyle and his men 
couldn’t rescue, those who “suffered and 
perished on April 28. 1944" in the early 
morning hours near Slaplon Sands. Eng- 
land.

U.S. Army Sgt. Hoiclti Kubo tells his 
lieutenant: "I'm going dqwn.” 

“Take my pistol," replies Lt. Roger 
Pyre. 

Kubo. climbs 100 feet down, a cliff to 
reason with eight Japanese soldiers hold- 
ing more thnn 100 civilian hostages. 
Armed with the pistol, K-rations and 
Japanese Innguogo skills from his native 


Hawaii, he persuades- the soldiers to sur- 
render. 

Kubo won the Army’s second highest 
honor that day, the Distinguished Service 
Cross. It was one of more than 18,000 in- 
dividual awards and decorations won by 
the Japancsc-Amcrican soldiers of World 
War H’s 442nd Regimental Combat 
Team nnd its 1 00th Infantry Battalion. 

The stories of Japancsc-Amcrican vet- 
erans who fought two wars — against en- 
emies abroad and prejqdicc at home — 
are tojd in an exhibit that opened Friday 


ut the Japanese American National Muse- 
um in downtown Los Angeles. 

Using videotaped interviews with vet- 
erans and mementos such as glass-cn- 
cascd uniforms, draft cards and pho- 
tographs. the exhibit tries to educate 
Americans about some of the war's most 
decorated soldiers. 

An .estimated 25,000-30,000 Jupancsc- 
Amcricnns served in World War II; The 
442nd and its lOOth buttalion was (he 
most famous Nisei unit. Japanese- Ameri- 
can volunteers from Hawaiian and main- 


land relocation centers. 

The unit, which included U.S. Sen. 
Daniel K. Inouyc, D-Hawaii. saw. heavy 
combat. In one 1944 battle, it suffered 
800 casualties while rescuing a battalion 
in France. 

Kubo, now 76. walks slowly with a 
cane, but his eyes widen and he speaks 
quickly when recalling the war. 

Drafted in Hawaii before Pearl Harbor.

Senior Republicans labored in 
private meetings throughout the day 
to piece together u final compro- 
mise on their major undertaking of 
the year, legislation to balance the 
budget over seven years and cut 
taxes. The plan calls for squeezing 
Medicare, Medicaid and welfare by 
hundreds of billions of dollars and 
clamping down on tax breaks for 
the working poor.

MIAMI (AP) — Two young 
lovers who drowned themselves 
rather than let parents keep them 
apart were reunited in death 
Friday, buried in the same plot, 
one casket on top of the other. 

“Why have you left us?” 
Xiomara Flores wailed in Spanish 
as site neared the casket of her 13- 
ycar-old daughter, Marylirig. "Ay, 
Scnor!" she cried and fuinted into 
her husband’s urms. 

Maryling and Christian Davila, 
14, leaped to their deaths in n 
weed-choked canal a week ago 
today, leaving behind suicide 
notes that told of a love forbidden 
by Mnryling’s parents and a 
tragedy that parallels "Romeo and 
Juliet.” 

Their bodies were found 
Tuesday. Neither teen-ager hod 
known how to swim. 

"You don't let me see him in 
this world, so wc’rc going to 
another place." Maryling wrote in 
one oT a half-dozen notes she 
scuttcrcd around her parents’ 
home in Sweetwater, a suburb 
west or Miami. "Please don't cry 
for me, this is what I want. I want 
to feel happy, because I’m going 
to a place where I cun be with 
Christian.’’ 

The note Christian left for his 
parents began: "1 can’t go on liv- 
ing. I’ve lost Maryling.” 

When the caskets were lowered 
into the ground at Woodlawn 
Park Cemetery, Mnryling’s was 
placed on top ofChristian’s. Their 
sobbing schoolmates and families 
tossed carnations, roses and good- 
bye notes onto the caskets. 


It wasn’t immediately known 
whether there was anything in the 
suicide notes to indicate it was the 
children’s desire to be buried 
together.

Anti-abortion leaders have sig- 
naled that they don’t intend to let up 
on the issue even with the news that 
retired Gen. Colin Powell, who sup- 
ports abortion rights, won’t join the

Reactor license OK’d 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Operators of the Watts Bar nuclear 
power plant say they arc confident 
the Tennessee reactor’s test phase 
will be completed successfully and 
the facility will move to full power, 
probably early next year. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
approved a low-power permit for the 
56.8 billion reactor Tbureday, ending a 
23-year struggle to license the last com- 
mercial nuclear power plant still being 
built. It concludes the longest licensing 
battle for a reactor in U.S. history.

“It’s not 100 
percent, but there arc a lot of pro-life 
people who ha'vc become 
Republicans.” 

“There arc not many single-issue, 
pro-choice . caucus attendees,” 
Kennedy said. "They are certainly 
not organized.”

University of Idaho contracts 
to review resources think tank 


MOSCOW (AP) — University 
of Idaho officials have hired con- 
sultants to review the school’s 6- 
year-old think tank on natural 
resource issues. 

1 College of Forestry Dean 
Charles Hatch said consultants 
William Bentley of Yale 
University and Hanna -Conner of 
the University of Arizona will look 
at ways for the Forest. Wildlife 
and Range Policy Analysis Group 
to meet its legal mandate more 
effectively and efficiently. 

Officials representing conserva- 
tion and timber industry groups 
said they welcome the outside 
inquiry into the policy analysis 
group u year after the Legislature 
mude it a permanent fixture at the 
Moscow school. 

"Taxpayers nnd everyone want 
the work to be first class, fair and 
useable,” said Karl Brooks, an 


Idaho Conservation League offi- 
cial on the group’s citizens adviso- 
ry committee. “An external review 
will help us get toward those 
goals." 

Brooks contends the policy 
analysis group should operate 
more like the Congressional 
Research Service. 

But he said last year’s forest 
health report and the first draft of a 
report on the Endangered Species 
Act last spring struck him as poli- 
cy arguments rather than policy 
analyses. 

Kcvio Boling, a Potlntclr Corp.- 
official on the citizens advisory 
committee, contends the forest 
health report helped case some ini- 
tial concerns abput the policy 
analysis group. 

The report warned that the 
health of Idaho’s national forests is 
deteriorating nnd will worsen 


unless tpanagement changes arc 
made. 

And it asserted that intensively 
managed private forests do not 
have the same high levels of mor- 
tality os the national forests. 

Boling said it was unfair to criti- 
cize the first draft of a report on 
the Endangered Species Act. The 
analysis group’s director. Jay 
O’Lnughlin, said an executive 
summary of the final report will be 
issued soon. 

Boling said the citizens advisory 
committee always has pushed the 
jiolicy-nnnlysis group to be as 
timely ns possible with new, unbi- 
ased information in its reports. But 
he said the group's reports some- 
times are not completed until two 
years after an issue is initially, 
raised, and the lengthy reports tend 
to discourage people from reading 
them.

Feds told to conduct gold mine studies 

. SALMON — Federal officials have been directed to reassess the 
operating permits for central Idaho's Bcatirack gold mine in what envi- 
ronmentalists claim os a major victory. 

Charles Ray of Idaho Rivers' United said U.S. District Judge Barbara 
Rothstcin in Washington ordered the new studies by the National 
Marine Fisheries Service and Forest Service after determining they had 
failed to adequately assess the potential for toxic spills or the impact on 
wetlands at the cyanide heap leach mine 15 miles west of Salmon. 

The court also ordered the agencies to undertake new studies evalu- 
ating how the mine will affect endangered salmon and groundwater. 
Another study will be conducted on the potential for landslides. 

The mine, owned by Chicago-based FMC Gold, can continue operat- 
ing while the new studies arc conducted. 

WIPP cost projection up to S9.2 billion 

CARLSBAD, N.M. — The Energy Department is anticipating a 20 per- 
cent increase in the cost of New Mexico dump destined to take millions of 
cubic feet of low-level but long-lasting atomic waste now stored in Idaho. 

Officials said the Waste Isolation Pilot Plant could end up costing 
taxpayers S9.2 billion — SI.4 billion more that previous estimates — 
partly because of tougher environmental standards. 

"This is a significant increase." said Don Hancock of the 
Albuquerque-based Southwest Research and Information Center, 
which monitors the still-unopened storage site for plutonium-contnmi- 

nated waste generated by nuclear weapons production. _ 

But Hancock maintained that federal officials have been "low- 
balling the numbers to justify opening WIPP." 

So far. the underground facility near Carlsbad has cost taxpayers 
SI. 6 billion.

McClure: Nuke deal good for Idaho 


BOISE (AP) — Opinion might 
be divided in Idaho whether Gov. 

| Phil Batt struck a good deal with 
the federal government over 
nuclear waste, but there is no doubt 
in the mind of former Sen. James 
McClure. 

McClure thinks it’s a good deal, 
the best the state could expect 
under the circumstances. 

"We need to usk, what would we 
be doing without it?. What would 
happen to Idaho if there were no 
agreement?" he said Friday 

He was interviewed during taping 
of the weekend "Viewpoint" pro- 
gram on KTVB-TV. 

“We’d be the target for all the 
commercial waste in the United 
States. As it is. wc arc the only 
state in the union (hat has an agrcc- 
mcrit that says none of that waste 
wilt come here,” McClure said. 


He helped facilitate the agree- 
ment, at times serving as a mediator 
between the state, the Department 
of Energy and the Navy working on 
an agreement that Batt announced 
Oct. 16. 

Although it will allow 1.133 
shipments of nuclear waste into the 
state over the next 40 years, it 
promises that most of the waste 
will be removed by 2035. It is a 
court-enforced agreement, and 
McClure said that’s important. 

He said people want stored 
nuclear waste removed from the 
Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory. That didn't have "the 
highest priority on a national 
scale." McClure said, but under the 
contract, it has priority. 

McClure, who served 24 years in 
Congress, including six years in the 
House and 18 in the Senate, .said 


there's always a danger that 
Congress will refuse to put up the 
money. 

"But under terms of the agree- 
ment, if the government fails to 
take any of the actions they arc 
required lo take, the shipments 
stop," he said. 

"The agreement is enforceable in 
court and that's the leverage Idaho 
has.”' 

McClure said it was "a silly thing 
to do" for Energy Secretary Hazel . 
O'Leary to spend S43.000 on a sur- 
vey of media attitudes toward the 
department, but she shouldn't be 
fired just for (hat. 

"That’s a tempest in a teapot and 
it doesn't amount to a hill of 
beans.” he said. "I think she's been 
a fair secretary in an administration 
that doesn't get very high macks 
from me for anything.”

Storm dumps snow in Utah mountains 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The 
first big snowstorm of the season, 
turned to rain, except in the moun- 
tains of northern and central Utah, 
which got more than two feet of 
snow. 

Rain totals in Salt Lake. Davis 
and Weber counties — where the 
storm hit the hardest — were nearly 
.70 inch, said Mike Conger, meteo- 
rologist at the National Weather 
Service in Salt Lake. 

The Wasatch mountains reported 
anywhere from 14 inches to 18 inch- 
es of snow in the 24 hours ending 
just before dawn. Conger said. 
Another 3 to 6 inches were expected 
to fall before the storm ended late 

Salt Lake airport 
opens new runway 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
More than 18 million passengers 
have boarded airplanes at Salt Lake 
International Airport in the past 12 
months, making it the 38th busiest 
-nirport-in-thc world. 

The number of passengers travel- 
ing through Salt Lake’s Delta Air 
Lines hub has been increasing 8.5% 
a year, more than three times the 
national average. This year marked 
the 1 5th consecutive yeah of 
increased passenger traffic. 

Thursday, the airport authority 
opened a new SI 20 million, 12,000- 
foot concrete runway to ease con- 
gestion of commercial and private 
aircraft flying in and out of Utah. 


Friday afternoon. 

The “lake effect" was expected to 
add even more punch to the snowfall 
in the mountains east of Davis 
County and Salt Lake County, he 
said. The lake effect refers to the 
tendency of storms to pick up mois- 
ture as they move-, .eastward over the 
Great Salt Lake. 

A heavy snow warning was in 
effect until 2 p.m. Friday for the 
Wasatch mountains, but had been 
lifted for the valleys of northern 
Utah by Friday morning. 

. Conger said the valleys generally 
received only a light dusting of snow, 
though the bench areas along the 
mountains received an inch of snow. 


Snow began falling in southern 
Davis County about 7:30 a.m. but 
was expected to amount to I or 2 
inches before ending by noon. 

Elsewhere in the state, Mnnti 
received 2 inches of snow and 
Richfield has less than a tenth of an 
inch of rain. The Cache Valley also 
got less than a tenth of an inch of 
rain. 

The storm was forecast to end by 
Friday evening and temperatures 
were expected to drop into the teens 
and low-205 for the Wasatch Front 
overnight. A warming trend is 
expected over the next several days, 
with little or no precipitation. 
Conger said.

While it would appear that Kansas has its best 
chance of beating Nebraska for the first time 
since 1968, a Jayhawks' upset over the nation's 
No. I team doesn’t seem that likely. 

• Although No. 10 Kansas (8-1, 4-1 Big Eight), 
owns its best ranking and best record ever going 
into a game against the mighty Comhuskers (9- 
0,.5-0), Nebraska still is a 25-point favorite to 
extend its mastery oyer the Jayhawks in 
Saturday's game At Lawrence, Kim. 

“There are a lot of people walking around who 
weren’t even born the lost t|me Kansas beat 
Nebraska," Jayhawks conch Glen Mason said. 

The Huskers not only arc unbeaten, but have 
been virtually unchallenged while driving 
toward a Fiesta Bowl date and a shot at a second 
consecutive national championship. 

“They’re the best team in the country, bar 
none," Kansas wide receiver Isaac Byrd said. 
“It’s going to be a real test for us, but I’m sure 


we'li rise to the occasion." 

The Jayhawks’ running back tandem of June 
Henley and L.T. Levine has helped cany Kansas 
to its finest record since Mason arrived as coach 
in 1988. But it will face a defense that ranks ' 
fourth nationally in rushing defense, giving up 
just over 80 yards per game. 

Moreover, the Jayhawks have hud problems 
with the option offense. And nobody is running 
the option smoother, and more dcvastatingly. 
than Nebraska. 

Nebraska, sparked by option wizard Tommie 
Frazier at quarterback, leads the nation in rush- 
ing (426.4 yards per game) and scoring offense 
(55.3 points) and is second in total offense, (593 
yards). 

If only the Huskers could be counted on to run 
only the option, laments Mason. 

' “If Nebraska just ran the option with the play- 
ers they have, it would be a full day’s work," 
Mason said. "But when you add all the other 
things they can come at you with ... and what a 


great talent Frazier is. ... He's a 190-pound tail- 
back playing quarterback." 

Except fora 21-20 Huskers victory in 1993 at 
Lawrence, Kansas has made a habit the past 
quarter-century of losing big to Nebraska.

Of course, those attributes ore all-impor- 
tant and I do not for a minute discount the 
effectiveness of these ministers. 

But the “Good Morning” interviewers, 
Paula Zahn and Harry Smith, were rather 
breathless in their approach to these holy 
men, as if they , were the only three clergy 
on the face of the planet who did good 
work. 

I believe anyone could go into a decent- 
sized community and find three clergy just 
as effective as the ones on my television 
screen. And in some eases there wouldn’t 
be one parishioner who would nominate 
them for the category Best Clergy. It is a 
■ pure shame how we take these people for 
granted. 

In some eases, they are truly- inspiring 
, people who have a shoe-leather kind of 
faith that can endure anything. A thousand 
devils couldn’t budge them from their 
beliefs. And in some eases, parishioners 
will take a rock-like pastor and dump all 
kinds of garbage on the poor preacher. 

Therefore, it is time to tell you what you 
should appreciate and celebrate in your 
pastor. First, not all of these ordained 
angels arc good dressers. Your pastor may 
have scuffed shoes, worn out suits or 
dresses, uncombed hair and dirt under the 
holy fingers. 

But if a clergy person is compassionate, 
you’ve got a lot to celebrate. Will the 
preacher leave a warm bed in the middle 
of the night and come to your house to 
help you through a crisis? Will this highly 
trained person of the cloth sit with you as 
you pour out your grief-filled heart? Can 
you trust that your parson will keep secrets 
and carry your burdens as Jesus carried the 
sins of the world to the cross? If that is 
true, you havp a treasure in the pulpit. You 
have pjous humanity walking the aisles of

Second, is your pastor n patient teacher? 

Is the holy book of your religion not only 
the preacher’s refuge but also the inspira- 
tion for every wrinkle of life?

If all that is true, why would anyone 
complain?

Relief Society president speaks for church’s women

JEROME - Elaine Low Jack is the 
appointed representative for. 3.5 million 
women throughout the world. 

As Relief Society General President in 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints,. Jack has a big job. She’s been 
serving in the non-salaried position for- 
more thnn five years:

Rabbis who called for -Rabin ’s 
death face religious ostracism

JERUSALEM — As the possibility 
of giving up land to the Palestinians 
, loomed ever larger,- extremist rabbis’ 
rhetoric grew more ruthless: Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin was n erimi- ■ 
nal. A traitor. He deserved to die. 

Five days after an assassin echoing 
their edicts shot Rabin dead, fringe 
rabbis are coming under increasing 
attack by mainstream religious leaders 
who accuse them of corrupting soci- 
ety. 

On Thursday, they called for the 
‘ ouster of their extremist colleagues. 

- ’These people must be thrown out” 
of their jobs, said Yehuda Amital, d 
rabbi at a West Bank religious semi- 
nary who counsels dialogue with 
Palestinians. 

Another West Bank rabbi, Yocl 
Bin-Nun, said he would "fight to the 
death” against rabbis whose recent 
religious rulings named Robin' as a 
traitor and called for his death. 

*‘I tel! you that if you don’t stand up 
and unequivocally demand that cer- 
tain people quit all roles of authority 
... watch out!" Bin-Nun told a gather- 
ing of religious leaders on Wednesday 
night. 

"Some of them are here tonight," he 
added.. * 

Bin-Nun said he would name the 
rabbis by the end of the seven-day 
mourning period for Rabin.

A ruling published in Israel this 
summer declared Rabin deserving of 
“din rodcf," a term meaning "Justice 
for the Oppressor," implying a death 
.sentence. The identity of the author is 
not known. 


Avrahnm Hccht. a Brooklyn-based 
rabbi, issued another ruling in June 
describing Rabin as a "moser" — a 
deliverer of Jews into the hands of 
non-Jews — another crime punishable 
by death. Hccht later apologized to 
Rnbin and withdrew the rating. 

Religious educators identified with 
the extreme right were reluctant to 
speak to reporters this week, in light 
of the tough government talk against 
incitement. 

Eli Roscnfeld, the principal of the 
Joseph Lives On seminary in the Arab 
town of Nablus, said he would never 
have recommended death. 

“We preach love of Jews, and 
Rabin wns a Jew," he said. He would 
have defined Rabin os an "unholy 
conspirator,” he said, but would have ■ 
avoided terms that implied a death 
sentence. 

Extending such definitions to Rabin 
was "nonsense," Amitnt said. “Not 
even worth discussing."

Scientology Church trying to silence 
its most prolific critics in cyberspace

BIG SPRING, Texas — Marj 
• Carpenter's a tough, brash, wily, witty 
retired small-town journalist with an 
affection for good scotch, mystery 
novels and raw language.

— In a flurry of 
surprise raids recently, members of 
the Church of Scientology have 
accompanied authorities into the 
homes of their, niost prolific critics in 
cyberspace, seizing computers, disks 
and cartons of materials. ■ 

They have gone as far as Finland to 
pursue the identity of someone who 
allegedly had stolen their secret sacred 
texts and violated U.S. Copyright 
lows by then using a re-mailer, which 
masks the identity of the sender, to 
publish them on thp Intemet.- 

Thc flurry of activity brought by 
disciples of L. Ron Hubbard, who 
founded Scientology 40 years ago, 
amounts to what legal experts say 
could pose the greatest challenge yet 
to unbridled free speech on the 
Interact. Free speech- proponents also 
fear that the litigation may have a 
chilling effect on the Internet, silenc- 
ing critics of the church and requiring 
on-line services to police the electron- 
ic messages of their subscribers. 


But none 'of the Scientology cases’is 
being watched as closely as the one 
filed in February in U.S. District 
Court in San Jose against a former- 
ministcr-tumed-critic, Dennis Erlich, 
and the on-line service that provided 
his access to the Internet, Netcom On- 
Line Communication Services, Inc. 

/‘These cases arc going to mnkc 
some huge determinations on whether 
or not system operators arc going to ' 
be held liable for what their sub- 
scribers do," suid Shari Steele, legal 
counsel to the Electronic Freedom 
Frontier, a non-profit group seeking to 
protect civil liberties in cyberspace. 
“It affects the entire way service will 
be provided in the future. It’s as if a 
telephone company was going to be 
held liable for the content of tele- 
phone messages.” 

Scientology representatives dis- 
pute the telephone company analo- 
gy. They say the on-line services are 
more like publishing companies. 
They say they repeatedly notified 
Netcom that the copyrights held, by 
their Religious Technology. .Center 
were being violated. The carriers 


declined to take action. 

"Wc’rc saying if they’re told about 
an infringement, they should take 
action," said Lcisa Goodman, spokes- 
woman for the Church of Scientology 
International in Los Angeles. "We 
don’t stand by and watch when people 
violate our copyrights. And we 
believe the copyright laws, the laws of 
the land, must apply to cyberspace." 

In a libel case against CompuServe, 
a federal judge ruled that the on-line 
service was simply a conduit for . 
information and not a publisher. But 
another judge, in a case involving 
Prodigy, held that the service was 
responsible for- what its members 
shared on-line.

WICHITA, Kan. - In a time 
when many people are irying to sim- 
plify and streamline their lives, how 
do they fit church into pared-down 
schedules? 

And how do churches, struggling 
to find new ways re offer an ageless 
message, present it in a way that 
meshes with these changing 
lifestyles? 

Three churches in Wichita — 
Bethel Presbyterian, Tabernacle 
Baptist and St. Mark United 
Methodist Church — have tried dif- 
ferent strategies to reach the masses. 

Church affiliations and participa- 
tion can suffer, some religious lead- 
ers concede, when some families be- 
gin to simplify their lives and pare 
down their other activities. 

“It’s not that they’re forcing God 
out of their lives, they just don't 
have time for worship services,” said 
the Rev. Merritt Schatz of Bethel 
Presbyterian Church. "I don't think 
they sit down and say, ‘Softball is 
more important than God,' but God 
doesn't send them a bill each month 
or look up at them with a cheery lit- 
tle Tace and say, ‘Mama, can I go’ to ' 
baseball practice?’ 

“There is still a tremendous 
hunger and need for spirituality,” 
Schatz said. 

In the most recent Yankclovich 
Monitor study from Ynnkelovich 
Partners, . a research organization 
based in Norwalk, Conn., 69 percent 
of Americans soy they feel the need 
to satisfy a spiritual hunger, com- 
pared with 65 percent five years ago. 

And more Americans (39 percent) 
say they have a grcat_dcal ofjeonfi- 


dcnce in advice from religious leaders, 
compared with 29 percent in 1 989. 

Bethel’s size, at 83 members, lim- 
its its budget and programming, 
Schatz said, but it doesn’t limit the 
congregation’s imagination and min- 
istry. The. neighborhood church has 
a mission garden on its property, 
flourishing with tomatoes, peppers’ 
and beans. Plants and labor are do- 
nated, and the harvest is being taken 
to the Wichita United Methodist Ur- 
ban Ministry. Food Bank. 

In a society where standards of 
dress arc less strict and defined than 
in years past, some people are con- 
cerned that others wear clothes to 
church that arc too casual, Schatz 
said. Others, she is certain, stay 
away because they feel they must 
dress up. ' 

"Wc accept people as they arc," 
she said. "It’s the heart ithnt needs 
changing, not the outfit." 

At Tabernacle Baptist Church, the 
Rev. Lincoln Montgomery says he is 
not interested in providing his con- 
gregation with a “religious happy 
meal,” even though the length ofhis 
service is not overly long. Instead, 
he said, "It is my intention to pro- 
vide them a meal that nurtures in the 
time they’ve allowed to me." 

People arc used to demanding ex- 
cellence in other areas of their lives. . 
Montgomery said, and the religious 
experience is no exception. 

“Time is such a critical commodi- 
ty, because they have so little of it 
and they’re pulled in so- many differ-..), 
ent directions,” Montgomery said.' 
"They’re no longer content just to go 
through the religious motions. So 1 
make every effort not to waste their 
time.”- 

That means, Mont gomery said. 


that anything that is not immediately 
relevant and meaningful for that 
worship service, such us extensive 
announcements about church activi- 
ties, is discarded. 

“We need to weed out, eliminate 
and get away from anything that is 
extraneous to our primary purpose, 
"which' is “to worship God and to be 
exposed to the word of God." he 
said. 

People have begun questioning all 
institutions, from church to govern- 
ment, he said, but those concerns arc 
not part of his Sunday service, lie 
said. 

“Societal issues arc better ad- 
dressed outside of the worship ser- 
vice,” lie said. “My intent, in the 
worship hour, is not to touch on po- 
litical involvements und social areas. 

I try to hold and reserve the moment 
for worship.” 

The order of services also has 
changed since the Rev. Tyrone Gor- 
don come to’ St! Mark United 
Methodist Church seven years ago. , 

“We’ve changed the music and 
the pace of the worship service to at- 
tract young adults." Gordon said. 
Contemporary gospel music speaks 
more to their needs than traditional 
hymns, he said. When hymns are 
used, they arc “the more familinr 
hymns they remember from their 
childhood. 

The phone at his church is an- 
swered, "St. Mark Church." without 
adding United Methodist, said Gor- 
don, . .. 

“My parents would hnvc been 
very loynl’to denomination, but a lot 
of people couldn’t care less what de- 
nomination it is,” he said. “They’re 
going'whcrc their spiritual needs arc 
being met.” .. •

Small congregations face 
economic squeeze

DALLAS — Most Americans 
who attend church go to a large 
church, but most American 
churches arc small. 

For every suburban congrega- 
tion with a cast of thousands, there 
arc many churches in the country 
or the inner city whose attendance 
is counted in dozens. _ , 

“The small church is still the 
backbone of North American 
church life,” says John Vaughan, 
who publishes a newsletter called 
“Church Growth Today."' ' 

The typical Protestant congrega- 
tion draws 75 to 85 people on a 
Sunday, says parish consultant 
Lyle SchaJIcr. Some denomina- 
. tions, such as United Methodist, 
Christian ^hurch/Disciples of 
Christ and United Church of 
Christ, arc especially weighted to- 
ward modest congregations. 

But although small churches arc 
the norm, they’re hardly, the rage. 

“Wc’rc living in a time of mega- 
cxpericnccs,” says the Ryv. Henry 
Masters, superintendent of the 
United Methodist Church's Dallas 
South-District-.-’’Peoplc like big - 
things." 

-—"In-collcgc*- and seminary, 
you’re indoctrinated with the rah- 
rah-rali church-growth mentality,” 
soys the Rev. Steve Bierly, who 
pastors a small Reformed Church 


in America congregation in Sch- 
enectady. N.Y. 

Many people attend small 
churches because that's where their 
families have always gone. Perhaps 
the church was bigger once but has 
declined as the population it draws 
from shrank or changed. 

Other churchgoers intentionally 
choose rejoin a small church for 
the very things it provides: sim- 
plicity and intimacy. 

A small church may not offer a 
singles ministry or support groups 
for every conceivable affliction or 
a Christmas pageant to rival Dis- 
ney. But every single person in the 
congregation will know you, and 
you'll know them. 

“Loving your neighbor becomes 
the primary moving principle in 
smaller churches," says Schaller. 

Love won’t pay the bills, 
though, and many small churches 
are finding themselves in an eco- 
nomic squeeze. The cost of both 
real estate and u professional cler- 
gy bus soared in recent years. 

It used to be that u church with a 
regular attendance of 35 or 40 
could support a full-time, ordained 
minister. Now it takes about i .1 25 
in the pews to keep u pastor in the 
parsonage. 

-Keeping thnt many bodies can be a 
challenge _ln_many rural areas, the 
people have simply moved away. In 
the cities, white flight und immigra- 
tion-have drastically changed the 


character of many neighborhoods. 
And everywhere, churchgoers have 
simply come to expect the variety 
and sophistication that only a larger 
church cun provide. _ 

And, despite St. Paul’s injunc- 
tion to welcome the stranger, 
mpny small churches don't wont 
to grow if growth means change. 

“They think of it as ‘-out* 
church, and say, *Wc want-to grow 
if wc can find our kind of people, 
people like us,’” -says David 
Rucsink, director of Rural Social 
Science Education' at Texas A&M 
University. “The problem is, those 
people ore already in church." 

In particular, the experts soy, 
most small churches will subtly or 
not-so-subtly resist every new pas- 
tor — espceinllyif they’ve been 
burned by ministers who intro- 
duced lots of changes and then 
moved on. 

Above all else, Rucsink encour- 
ages ministers to become “stu- 
dents of their communities." 

Stephen Sprinkle, who supervis- 
es student pastors at Britc Theo- 
logical Seminary in Fort Worth, 
tells his charges much the same. 
They must, he says, “earn their 
pastorates" by visiting in every 
parishioner’s home, by being pre- 
sent for the births and deaths and 
marriages that, make up the 
rhythms of their church's life, and 
by meeting the inevitable resis- 
tance with honesty and respect.

But he must 
be careful. Crafty declarers often 
feign weakness in one direction 
while hiding it in another;. 

Dummy’s spade queen went up 
at trick one and East thought he 
detected South’s satisfaction 
when it held thejrick. South con- 
tinued with a heart to his king and " 
passed his diamond jack to East's 
queen. East punched back a 
spade and it was all over. South 
knocked out the diamond ace and 
claimed his nine winners. 

"There was something about 
the way he played the spade 
queen," alibied East. "I think he 
gave me the ’business'." 

"Nonsense," j replied West. 
"Had he not ployed the spade 
queen and won in hand, he'would ' 
have exposed his own spade hold- 
ing. With A-x-x or K-x-x irf'his 
hand, the play of dummy’s queen 
would be automatic." 

When East wins his diamond ' 
queen, a low club return rather 
than a spade return beats the 
game. What were the clues for 
East? 

Had South held both the ace 
and jack of diamonds, why would 
he have played as he did? Why not 
cash the diamond ace before fi- 
nessing? There’s the answer — 
West must have the diamond ace. 
And if West has the ace, he cannot 
also hold a high spade honor 
(South’s bidding). This points to 
clubs as the last defensive hope 
and only a low club back will net 
. three^winners.
